OUR BOYS. 


Effects of Depraved Literature on the 
Rising Male Generation. 
From the New York Evening Post. 


The Western press has been giving a good 
deal of attention lately to tne subject of 
crime among boys, and aformidable list of 
atrocities committed by them has been made 
out. In Belleville, Illinois, a girl has re- 
vently been murdered by a dissipated boy of 
19, because she refused to marry bimon ac- 
count of his habits. Io Minneapolis a boy of 
15 tried to kill a girl of 14, because he was 
prevented by her friends from. visiting 
her. The “results of arabbit hunt” in Ar- 
kansas led to aquarrel between two colored 
boys of sixteen and fourteen, which was set- 
tled by the elder “smashing in’’ the head of 
the younger with an axe. InSt. Luisa boy 
of twelve stabbed a schoolmate with a pock- 
et-knife because the latter had been ‘‘teasing 
him for his ignorance of English.”’eA 
West Virginia boy of seventeen shot another 
West. Virginia boy.of eighteen, the cause’be- 
ing ‘ta girl whom both of them wanted to 
walk home with.” Jacob Pitman, an ungrate- 
ful colored boy of twelve, “‘putsugar of lead 
in the teaof his benefactress” because she 
had punished him for miscouduct. In Texas 
a boy of eighteen ‘‘shot the face off” a boy of 
eleven because the latter “did not lav down 
something” he had in bis hand, as he was 
told to. A coupieof days ago a boy in New 
Mexico fatally shot a boy only six years 
old. Early in January two boys, aged 
seven and five. in Short Creek, Mo., quar- 
reled at play, and the elder one weut into the 
vot a revolver, and murdered the 
otner one. A negro boy of thirteen was re- 
centiv arrested in Kansas for drowning a 
white boy, a year ago last winter, by pushing 
bim under the ice and holding him there 
until he died. Two bovs of sixteen and 
eighteen, 1u Wisconsin, were lately arrested 
for maltreating and nearly killing a 
little boy ot eight. Two boys, 
aved fourteen and thirteen, inmates of the 
Cieveland Liouse of Correction, conspired to 
kill a boy of eight sothat they would be trans- 
ferred tothe County Jail, the motive of the 
crime being that they “‘would not have to 
work and would be supplied with tobacco.’’ 
A couple of weeks ago an Iowa bank was vic- 
timized by forgeries committed by a bov of 
seventeen. A ‘“‘ten-year-old street arab’ in 
Palmyra, Mo.,has been amusing himself with 
arson. Three boys,ranging in age from eley- 
en to thirteen, pleaded guilty in the Criminal 
‘Court of Cook county to an act of highway 
robbery committed onaboy often. A boy 
eight years old was sent to the Reform School 
of Colorado as a borse thief. — 

The latest case of the kind is that of John 
Tribbetts, the ‘‘boy murderer,” who was 
caught and hung by a lynching party at Per- 
ham, Minn.,j yesterday. Before his death 
Jobn made a full confession, which is inter- 
esting as containing a boy’s account of the 


-causes which lead tothe growing depravity 


of the large and dangerous class to which he 
belongs. 

He had early developed a fondness for liter- 
ature, his taste leading himin the direction 
of biography. At the age of fifteen he had read 
the lives] of the ‘James Bovs,’’ the ‘*Young- 
er Brothers,’’ “Billy the Kid,” “Burton the 
Stage Robber,” and other prominent crim- 
inals. Hearing of the crimes com- 
mitted by the **Cowboys’”’ in 
Arizona, and perhaps falling into a natural 
mistake as to their age, he often boasted in 
the family cirele at Perham that he would 
‘*make a strike’? and join these boys on the 
piains. He was not encouraged in all this by 
his parents, who have the reputation of being 
“very worthy people, though careless as tojthe 
development of their children.” 

All social changes are speedily reflected in 
language, and the spread of crime among 
boys’is curiously illustrated in the increasing 
use of the word ‘‘toy” in the case of any 
youthful criminal as a euphemistic equivalent 
of scroundrel, villain, blackguard or despera- 
do. There does not appear to have been any- 
thing particularly boyish about the wicked- 
ness of the “Malley bovs,’” the “James 
bovs” or the ‘Ford boys,’’ except its 
atrocity, so that the continual use of the 
term in connection with them seems to sug- 
gest the conclusion that the associations which 
cluster about the word ‘“‘boy’’ are getting to 
be mainly those of peculiarly atrocious law- 
lessness and crime. Formerly,to say affection- 
ately and admiripngly of a young man that he 
was a ‘*gay boy’’ indicated a little wildness 
and high spirits, but in course of time such 
lerms of endearment might easily sugvest to 
the mind a recent murder or stage robbery. 
Allimportant social changes find their way 
into the language sooner or later. 

The causegusually assigned as an explana- 
tion of the growth of crime among boys is 
that given by John Tribbetts—their taste for 
literature of a bad kind. The subject has at- 
tracted some attention in England recently, 
where one or two sporadiccases of wayward 
boyish murder have occurred that are 
explained as having the same literary’ 
origin. A large amount of active capital is 
undoubtedly employed both in England and 
America in turning out books intended to 
make crime picturesque and attractive to 
boys. This is, of course, a very easy task, 
because the imagination of boys onthe sub- 
}rct of adventure is very. strong, while their 
feeling about the consequences of acts to them- 
Selves and others is at its weakesi. A 
life of danger, excitement and irresponsible 
pleasure 1s not the less attractive to them be- 
Cause it involves killing and robbing. If such 
\hings were naturally repulsive to them, they 
Could not possibly gloat in corners over the 
crimes of * Sixteeu-String Jack’ or the ** Pi- 
Tates of the}Mississippi,’’ and the existence of 
the body of literature to which such tales be- 
long would be impossible. 

A general development of criminality in 
aby community among boys must necessarily 
Cause a different kin2 of anxiety among adults 
from that which the discr very of a tendency 
to crime in any other class Would produce, be- 
tause a widespread juvenile depravity seems 
to involve some aduit responsibility. Crimes. 
‘ommitted by the Irish, or by the Chinese, 
or by men under the influence of drink, 
or by police captains, always admit of ex- 
planation which does not involve any general 
responsibility. Indeed, on the contrary, the 
€xplanation is generally such as redounds to 
the credit of the community at large. One 
to demonstrate the péacefulness 
the American citizen is to 
, that crimes of violence in 
ee cities are usually committed by 

yrelyners under the influence of “rum.’’

The character of boys is determined by the 
education they receive,and a general outburst 
of crime among boys is hardly possible if 
there is nothing wrong witn the adults. 
Thus in John Tribbett’s case we tind 
that his parents were “careless as to the 
development of their children,’’ and Mrs. 
Tribbetts manifested little distress as to his 
crimes, but was merely anxious lest he 
should be caught and punished. Parents,as a 
class, must be responsible for boys as a class. 
If it could be shown ihat parents with us, as 
a class, had very little real horror of crime, 
and generaily sympathized with criminals and 
with attempts to get them off, no matter how 
atrocious their acts, and, in stort, were sen- 
timentaliy weak on the subject of crime, and, 
moreover,had a press of their own,which made 
crime sensational by devoting a large amount 
of spacetoits details, the boys might make 
out avery good case for themselves. Whether 
anything ofthe sort exists some Jeading 
‘“*boy” might usefully spend his last days in 
inquiring.

Guiteau Nearing the End. 
Wasnington Telegram to Chicago Times. 

Guiteau has twelve days more to live. His 
counsel, Mr. Reed, has filed an application 
with Justice Bradley, of the Supreme Court, 
for a writ of habeas corpus, and the justice 
will render his decision to-morrow, denying 
the appiication. The assassin has as yet 
shown no fear of meeting death, although it 
is expected by the jail officials that he will 
break down at the last moment. Ten mur- 
derers have been hung at the jail since it was 
built, and only one of them showed any signs 
of fear on the scaffold. ‘Lhe fact that Guiteau 
has shown himself to be aconsummate cow- 
ard is the reason why the jailer believes he 
will break down before the execution takes 
place. He is inclined to be serious, indulges 
in no bravado, but says he has not avandoned 
the hope that the President will reprieve 
him. The prisoner is under surveiiiance 
day and night. Nooneis aliowed to speak 
with him excepting his counsel and Dr. 
Hicks, the Ciergyman in attendance. It ia 
said that no one is permitted to see the pris- 
oner, but people properiy introduced are 
sometimes allowed the privilege of peeping 
through the barred door of his cell. Guiteau 
passes most of his time in reading the Bible, 
an occupation thatis peculiarly appropriate 
toaperson in his situation. No arrange- 
ments for the execution have yet been made, 
andthe final programme will not be com- 
pleted until shortly before the execution. The 
gallows 18 @ permanent strncture, and always 
in position, sofaras mere hanging is con- 
ceraed. Nothing remains to be done except 
to adjust the ropes. A newrope isto be 
used, and it will be shrunk some time next 
week. 

Thousands of applications to witness the 
execution have been made, but only a few 
persons, probably not to exceed one hundred, 
will be admitted to tbe place of execution. 
The warden of the jail has charge of the ex- 
ecution, and the law requires him to invite 
the District Attorney, the prisoner’s counsel, 
two or more physicians, twelve reputable 


-citizens, the near relatives of the condemned, 


and not more than three ministers of the gos- 
pel to be present. A peace posse may, how- 
ever, be summoned.

GETTING AN EDUCATION. 

We have received the following letter from 
& young man in Arkansas: 

EUREKA SPRINGS, ARK., June 16, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

Having been a careful reader of the editorial 
columns of your paper for a number of years,I 
have learned to place a high valuation on 
your opinions. I read your editorial on ‘‘Fales 
Education’’ with a great deal of satisfaction, 
as it expresses my own idea regarding the sub- 
ject. I ama young man eighteen years of 
age with a tair education, butas yet bave 
been unable to decide upon what course to 
pursue for the future, asI do not desire to 
learn a traae. My intention is to attend 
school for several years, though by so doing 
I will be obliged to earn my own livelihood as 
Igo. What would be your advice to your own 
son under exactly similar cireurmstances? 
What profession would you select for him? 

H. G. DOOLITTLE. 

This is but one of many similar letters re- 
ceived at this office, and it indicates very 
plainly that the kind of education we are of- 
fering to our boys is not the education that 
they want. Here is a young man who has 
pluck enough to work out his own future in 
spite of poverty and adverse circumstances, 
and Missouri is absoiutely unable to offer him 
any help to accomplish his purpose. The 
State University has certain benefactions, 
partly of the nature of scholarships which are 
open, however, only to citizens of Boone 
county, and in which “preference is to be 
given to those young men who intend 
studying for the ministry.” If Mr. Doo- 
LITTLE can teach or harvest, or do any 
other work by which he can earn enough 
money to goto the School of Mines, at Rolla, 
he will be able to get there a good working 
knowledge of mine or civil engineering and 
afair amount of chemistry. But there is 
nothing which he can get to do to support 
himself while attending the school. In St. 
Louis there are several good schools, but the 
education they have to offer is not the educa- 
tion that a sensible young man wants. They 
will give him a great deal of Latin and Greek 
and metaphysics, and a contemptible smat- 
tering of the modern sciences and languages 
—a smattcring which will always stand 
in the way of a thorough mastery of 
these live, practical subjects of study. 
There is scant provision, too, for a poor 
youth who has his living to make at the same 
time that he is getting his education in St, 
Louis. 

Where, then, is a young man to go who 
wants to make something of himself? After 
all, we have inthe United States but five re- 
ally worthy schools—Harvard, Yale, Cornell, 
the University of Michigan and the University 
of Kentucky—the last practically a sectarian 
college. Harvard certainly gives the best ed- 
uegation obtainable in America, and every year 
graduate from it who 
themselves from the 

rat day of their entrance by their 
own work and by the liberal assistance ex- 
tended tothem by the University. Emphat- 
ically, however, the poor man’s college is 
Cornell. It is the proud boast of this most 
worthy institution that no one is turned away 
from its doors for want of money. And Cor- 
nell ig an American college, and a nineteenth 
kt has discarded the meth- 
it is not teaching the 


is fitting young menfor the needs of the 


American daily life. Its metnods are practical 
tone is common sense, 
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men of the State generally, do not waste your 
time with either law or physic. There will 
always be enough weak-minded and short- 
sighted youths to crowd these professions, so 
that the supply will be greater, much greater 
thanthe demand. Look tothefuture. Com- 
merece, manufacture, mining, transportation 
and electricity—these are the industries in 
which the rewards will be foundin the time 
to come. And the young man who, 
upon the basis of a solid and sensi- 
ble collegiate training, erects a superstructure 
of technical education such as fae can get 
from the Lawrence Scientific Schoo!, the 
Rensellaer Institute, or the half-dozen exce!l- 
‘lent technologieal institutes to be found in 
the East, will have the situation at his feet. 
Do not be in toogreata hurry. Six or seven 
years put into the work of training is not 
time wasted. It fits you for greater rewards 
when your life work begins.

Female education as practiced in this country 
isof course valueless as education, but it 
must not be supposed, and the News makes 
a serious mistake in supposing, that the aver- 
age female education absolutely disqualifies 
the victim for making a living by de- 
cent, honest labor. Of course every one 
admits that the information imparted 
to our sweet giris in the sundry semin- 
aries and convents in the West is worse 
than worthiess. We would be willing to 
wager a hundred to one that twenty-five girl 
graduates of institutions in and about 
St. Louis cannot be found who can re- 
duce an ordinary cubic equation. All of 
our girls study French, and yet there are not 
twenty-five St. Louis girl graduates who can 
translate a chapter of **Telemachus”’ without 
a **pony.” Our girls study the natura! 
sciences, and yet there are not twenty-five of 
them within the city limits who could jtell, 
without looking in the text-book, whether 
sulphuretted bydrogen is a perfume or a 
chemical circumlocution for brandy and soda. 
Our girls study a great many things and come 
out of their seminaries with very correct 
ideas about behavior and very vague and 
misty ideas about everything else. At Vassar 
College, for instance, things are done differ+ 
ently.

THE BUSINESS FUTURE. 


No Panic Likely—Keep Out of Debt and Ee- 
main Hopeful. 
From the New York Sun. 

The collapse ot 1837 was precipitated by the 
great fire of 1835, which destroyed an amount 
of property greater, in proportion to the 
} wealth of the country, than ten times the same 
amount would be now. Excessive overtrading 
led to the panic of 1867, which, by the way, 
was short-lived, while that of 1873 followed 
upon excessive railroad butiding, stimulated 
by the abnorma! demand for transportation 
during the civil war, and following the ex- 
hauetion of the war iteelf. In every one of 
these three cases, credit and borrowing had 
been expanded to their utmost stretch. Valaes 
were universally measured by falsestandards, 
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with the apathy displayed in the United 


mass of paper resting on a slender basis of the 


precious metals. 

Granting, now, for the sake of argument, 
that there is at present likewise a great specu- 
lation in stocks and merchandise, such as pre- 
ceded the aisasters of 1837, 1857 and 1873, it 
would not of itself be enough in our opinion to 
produce the results witnessed in those years. 
Unless general mutual credit and borrowing 
accompanies speculation, acollapse will cause 
injury to none but those immediately con. 
cerned. Nor does the excess of imports over 
exportsin itself seem to us to be an indication 
of danger. It may be with this country as it 
is with Great Britain, a proof that the world 
owes it more than it owes the world, and that 
it is only getting back what belongs toit. Bad 
crops are indeed to be feared as likely to di- 
minish the means of consumers, and check 
trade; but there is no reason as yet to fear 
this calamity, and it is unwise to treat it as 
inevitable. , = 

To our view the situation should not cause 
alarm to anybody whois not excessively in 
debt and notembarked in enterprises barren 
of profitable results. We have & sound cur- 
rency convertible readily into goid, The 
country is rich, not only in natural r es, 
but in means forturning those resources into 
useful commodities, exchangeable for other 
useful commodities. The railroadsand manu- 
factories and farm improvements for which, 
up to 1873, we wereindebted to foreign cred- 
itors, arenow either paid for altogether or 
encumbered only with obligations to our own 
home capitalists. The interest of money 
has falien to a point which proves 
that production exceeds not only con- 
sumption, but the facilities for profitable in- 
vestment. Any man who has good security 
to offer can borrow readily at six percent per 
annum or less in any of the older States, while 
corporations and municipalities in good credit 
do not find it necessary to offer lenders more 
thanfonr. Allthisisin direct opposition to 
the state of thirgs which prevailed in 1837, 1857 
and 1873, and forbids us to expect that the pan- 
ics of those years are going to be immediately 
repeated. A diseased imagination, dwelling 
exclusively upon the topic, may indeed dis- 
cover grounds for prophesying such a disaster; 
but they will not bear the examination of un- 
prejudiced reason.

LAFAYETTE COUNTY BONDS. 


Conference Between the Bondholders 
aud a Committee From the Couaty. 


An important gathering of oflicicals and 
citizens of Lafayette county, Mo., occurred 
this morning at the Plaaters’ House. There 
were fourteen of them, representing the best 


interests of the State, and were 
about evenly divided in politi- 
eal sentiment and affiliation. The 


party consisted of the following gentlemen: 
Wm. B. Steele, County Clerk; John S. 
Biackwe!ll, County Attorney: B. R. Ireland, 
County Treasurer: Joha A. Prather, Presid- 
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ing Judge of the County Court; Jas. W. Har- 
rison and Jobn A. Lockhart, Associate Judges 
County Court; R. Taubman, J. B. Jones, N. 
M. Cooper, Jos. L. Thomas, J. G. Worthing- 


ton, Gee. P. Gordon, Jas. W. Goodwin 
and Robert T. Russell, citizens. 
These gentlemen have been selected 


by the people of Lafayette county as a dele- 
gation to Visit this city and meet those bond- 
holders who are interested in the indebted- 
ness ofthat county. It may be remarked 
that Lafayette is one of the richest counties 
in Missouri, yielding the largest harvests and 
containing the wealthiest farmers. Its 
indebteduess was compromised several 
years ago, and its bonds are _ held 
second only to those of Callaway, which 
occupies the first position in point of finan- 
cial standing. There only remains now to be 
compromised about $300,000 .of township 
bonds, principally held here, and the bond- 
holders express a willingness to piace this lot 
of bonds in the same category and upon the 
same basis as that adopted for the county 
indebtedness. 

Promptly at 11 o’ctock this morning the 
delegates proceeded to the office of Hon. 
John B. Henderson, at Fourth and Market 
streets, where representatives of the bond- 
holders were assembled. Mr. Henderson 
presided, and made an address to the assem - 
blage, wherein he advised a compromise by 
the issue of renewal funding bonds ata lower 
rate of interest. 

A general interchange of opinion followed, 
but no definite conclusions were arrived at. 
The bondholders appeared willing to com- 
promise snd to extend all the leniency pos- 
sible, declaring that Lafayette county had 
always occupied an bonorable position and 
no.danger Was anticipated from the indebt- 
edness. The officials were somewhat reti- 
cent, Bie - their opinions for judicial ac- 
tion. The delegates will return home to- 
morrow morning.

other. The details of this process are easily 
foliowed and understood, and may be thus 
stated: When we burn a piece of bread 
ii is quickly reduced to charcoal, and 
if the process be continued tne whole 
of tt, With the exception of a very small 
quantity of ashes, will disappear, being con- 
yerted into airorgas. The same effect that 
ij; producedin the fire 1s produced io our 
bodies. The charcoal of the breadis buruved 
and passes off in one breath as carbonic acid, 
and thus

which necessitates ventilation in our nouses. 
The plant, however, seizes upon this carbonic 
acid, and, with ihe aid of sunlight, decom- 
poses it, using the carbon or charcoal to 
vuild up its own structure, while the oxygen 


that was consumed by the animal in 
burning up its food is set free and 
alowed to escape into the atmospere. 


Piants are thus the great puriliers of the 
atmosphere; aud, consequently, whether in 
the open air orin close rooms, thev serve to 
render it fit for respiration. So far, there- 
fore, as new vegetable functions are concera- 
ed, plants are undoubtediv a benefit. Iris 
true that they act aS purifiers only in the 
presence of sunlight, aud during darkness 
they are apt to give out a small portion of 
the carbonic acid they had previously ab- 
sorbed; but this fact may be safely disregard- 


ed, as the quantity of yas given 
out in such circumstances by one of 
the largest house plants probably does 


not equal the amount that would be emitted 
by halfa dozen expirations of an ordinary 
adult. 
believing that,in addition to the removal of 
mere carbonic acid, piants exercise a salu- 
iarv influence upon the oxygen of the air. 
Thus the well known influence of sun-flowers 
and other plants with large foliage, in pre- 
Venting miasma, has been attributed to the 
fact that the oxygen given out by these plants 
is highly ozondized, and that 
this ozone destroys the miasmatic 
germs. In support of this view its advocates 
«iduce the fact that in large towns and cities, 
where the population is dense and vegetation 
scanty, there is always a remarkable ab-ence 
of ozone, While in tbe country parts, where 
vegetation is abundant, it abounds. On the 
whole, therefore, there is no reason for sup- 
posing that the foliage of ordiuary plants ex- 


ercises an injurious iniluence on the air of | 


rooms, but, atthe sametime, we must not 
suppose from this that all plants are harm- 
less. Mostof the piants that. are grown in 
houses are highly odorous, 
itis well-known that the odors of many plahta 
produce an injurigus effect which is greater 
than can be accuunted for by any mere perfume 
to which they give rise. Precisely what 
Diants are injurious to the generality of 
people it is at present impossible to say. Cer- 
taln plants, su@h as lilies and others of that 
fumily seem to affect some persons, while to 


Others ‘they are perfectly inocuous, 
and in other Cases, while the 
plants themselves are harmless, the 


pollen ofthe flower is highly narcotic. It 
has long been supposed that what is called 
HAY FEVER, 

a disease to which certain sensitive persons 
are subjected during the hay-making season, 
is jue to the palien of that delightfully fra- 
erant plant, the sweet vernal] grass. The pol- 
len of this plan¢é is Known to contain couma- 
rine, acompouyd which isfound largely in 
the lonka-bean,and which readily forms a 
Vapor that, When inhaled, powertully affects 
the brain. 

The great difficulty which lies in the way of 
giving specific «lirections on this point arises 
Trom the fact that different constitutions are 
differently affected by the same plant. To 
some the odor of new-mown hay 1s deliciously 
pleasant, and significant of balmy summer 
evenings and aljihe delights$ of country life. 


To others it brings only memories 
of disease and pain. Unless, therefore, 
we know by experience that certain |. 


Piants are harmless, we should be care- 
ful about admitting them to our rooms. 
especially when they are in flower. One 
Tule is, however, tolerably safe, and that is 
that those plants which are generally kept 
ior the beouty of their foliage‘and which are 
uestitute of odor, such as the ivy and various 
“lmbing vines, are quite harmless.

SOUTHERN PICKINGS. 


Crops and Prospects Generally in the 
States of Texas and Arkausas. 
St. Louis, June 20, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The writer is just up from a trip of several 
months in Arkansas and Texts along the 
lines of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southern ard the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
roads as far westas Big Springs, which is be- 
yond the Colorado River, and at present the 
extreme western limit of settiement on that 
line in Texas till you reach El Paso on the 
Rio Grande. 

The cotton crop of both these States is 
greatly set back and injured by the wet, 
cold weather. With favorable cendi- 
tions it is possible yet to make a 
fair crop, but the probabilities are more 
against than for it, especiaily with the pres- 
entg cold and wet. But Texas is a cattle 
more than a cotton country, and it is simply 
amazing to see the vast herds of fine, fat cal- 
tle grazing on those far Western prairies, 
where only a few years ago was the home of 
the buffalo and Indian. And the great bulk 
of them are fattening for St. Louis and the 
markets beyond your great city. The ship- 
ping season is now fully come, and every day 
great train-loads pass overthe Iron .foun- 
tain route to your city, besides those that 
come over the Missouri Pacific route through 
the Nation. 

Colorado City, on the Colorado River, 
is one cf the ‘greatest shipping 
points in Texas, and there are men ou the 
head Waters of thatriver who own their herds 
of tens of thousands. With the advance of 
railroads into Western Texas has come a de- 
mand forthe millions of acres of those vast 
plains that forbids the idea of any part 
thereof remaining waste, wild and unoccu- 
pied. They may not soon be wanted for cu'l- 
tivation, but they are wanted pow at from 
50c, to $2 50 per acre or over for grazing pur- 
poses. The people of Texas are beard com- 
plaining everywhere that tbere will soon be 
no more surplus land in the State, and great 
syndicates of capitalists are taking up tens of 
thousands of acres from the State at the pres- 
ent price of fifty cents per acre, and have to go 
up into the Pan Handle between Indian Ter- 
ritory and New Mexicoorfar out on the 
Siaked Plains to find it. A bill passed one 


branch of the Texas Legislature greatly put- 


ting up the price of these lands, vut failed in 
the other on account of unwillingness [to sac- 
rifics the rights of squatters to purchase at 
fifty cents per acre. But both houses passed 
a bill putting upthe price of all the timber 
lands of the State to five dollars (*) ver 
acre, Texas bas vast areas of pine and other 
forests, but her people see thus plainiy that 
all is wanted for her great western 
plains and the regions beyond. One of 
acts of her special session of 
the Legislature wasto put down passenger 
rates on ail railroadsin the State to three 
cents per mile. Capitalists are induced to in- 
vest millionsin railroads, and tbe people 
through their Legislature say for Just wwat 
tbe roads shall be compelled to carry them 
andthen are heard to complain. Texas is 
one of the greatest States inthe Union in 


| more respects than in size, though it takes 
|nearly twofull days and nights for a fast 
train to cross over ber vast territory from 


east to west. Since the building of the Texas 


and Pacific Road the mines of our western 


/mountains are being rapidiy developed; 
towns and cities are being built ail 
along the line of that and other roads;

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Circuit Attorney Normile Will Not 
Try the Lottery Cases 


—— a eR 


Until the Gambling Cases are Disposed 
ofi—Scene in Ceurt This Morning. 


The fight of the gamblers, which reached 
its climax inthe Criminal Court yesterday, 
hay, since its incipiency resembled an ice- 
berg, inasmuch as about the same proportion 
of each is always under the surface. There are 
& number of mysteriousthings and complica- 
tions in the gambling fight and a number of 
happenings which never come to light. No 
matter what happens, no onejshows surprise, 
however startling the occurrence may be. 
The wnost startling occurrence of the season, 
and one which surprised both the presecution 


and the gamblers, was a slip up in the Crimi- 
pal Court yesterday. Mr. Cupples, the Vice- 
President of the Police Board, saw Mr. Bliss, 
who varried on the prosecutions as Mr. Har- 
ris’ representative. After the consultation 
they came to the conclusion that the mini- 
mum sentence in one case would be sufli- 
cientiy severe punishment for the gamblers. 
Mr. Rt. U. Pate, the boss gambier, saw Mr. 
Patrick, his attorney, and they concluded 
that getting a sentence of six months in jail, 
the minimum, and taking the chances of 
beating this, would be a good idea.g@Mr. Pat- 
rick waited on Mr. Bliss to give Mr. Cupples 
Mr. Pate’s idea and to obtain for Mr. Pate 
through Mr. Bliss Mr. Cupples’ notion. 
THEY DISCUSSED THE MATTER, 
but made no compromise, and Mr. Patrick 
left knowing that if his clients pleaded guilty 
they would probably get six moaths, and Mr. 
Bliss was pretty well convinced that the 
gamblers would plead guilty. A second con- 
sultation was held between Messrs. B'iss and 
Cupples and between Messrs. Patrick and 
Pate, and the result was that it was decided 
that Pate should plead guilty in one case, 
which he, Lyons, Sodtman, his brother and 
ete Manning did yesterday. The 
minimum penalty was recommended by the 
rosecution with well worded prefaces by 
r. Bliss and Col. Normile, who said the 


“supremacy of the lawhbad been vindicsted,™ 


and the gambiers were now ‘ ‘prostrate at the 
feet of the State sueing for mercy,’’ and the 
“evil had been abated.” It was supposed 
that Pate’s action in pleading grilty would 
be the sign for all others to “‘failin’? and do 
likewise, but when the cases of Torrence,Km- 
ory, Ames, Gregory, Kelly aud others were 
called 
THEY PLEADED NO? GUILTY, 

and it began to appear that al! 
the sports had not donned sack- 
cloth and ashes and were not “prostrate 
atthe feet of the State sucing for mercy.’’ 
The defendants whopleaded not guilty are 
now chucklirz over the fact that they are 
ahead of the game. They have a chance of 
ar acquittal, and evenif they are convicted 
aod Mr. Pate is able to secure executive ciem- 
ency for himself they will receive just as libd- 
erai an allowance of that commodity asthe 
“euilty gamblers,” if not more. That some- 
body blunderedis evident, and tnis cecur- 


rence, Which caused so much surprise, bas 
caused considerable hard feeling. When 
Pate’s plea of guilty was accepted 


by the State no understanding was had con- 
cerning the other cases against the same 
defendants or against the employes 
of the house, according to thegstaiemeunts 
madein open court. ‘he attorneys for Pate 
however, 
{WROTE OUT A LIST 

of all the defendants who were employed by 
Pate and banded tke same to the-clerk, in- 


structing him to give it to the at- 
torneys for the prosecution whea 
the cases were ealled, after which 


he left the building, apparently having dis- 
posed of the business. The list was not called 
for yesterday, and itis expected that the orig!- 
nal plan of continuing those. cases generally, 
which was understood by the gamblers to be 
the intention of the State, although no con- 
promise was had, will be foliowed. 
IN COURT. 

The war dance was resumed inthe Crim- 
inal Court toils morning when Judge Laugh- 
lin ascended the bench. Messrs. R. C. and 
Heary Pate, August Sodtman, Arthur Lyons 
and Pete Manniog, the sporis who are so- 
journing in ‘‘Jerry’s Jue,” were conspicuous 
by their absence. Warren F. McChesney 
was on hand, however, to-day, and managed 
the remaining few woo have been left after 
yesterday's fight. Lehndorf and the lottery 
men, who forfeited their bonds, were in 
court this ae to have the forfeiture set 
aside and receive their rations of justice. After 
the Sheriff, Clerk and Circuit Attorney 
were stationed at their respective places the 
show began. Col. Normile asked for the 
bonds of McChesney, Biack, Lehndorf and 
Bruner, which were forfeited vesterday, and 
examined them. Judge Laughiin said: 

“Do you askto havethe defendants ar- 
raigned?”’ 

‘*[ make no such request, your Honor,” re- 
plied Normile. 

Laughlin—Call the case of the State 
against R. C. McChesney, Bruner, Lehndorf, 
Glordan and Biack, 

There was an ominous silence. Norinile 
and MacDonald satat one side of the tabie 
and Judge Vastine, McVUbesney and the man 
who Judge Laughlin says is@a ‘“‘rash and 
impetuous fool’’ sai at the other. 

Normile broke the spell by asking the clerk 
if the lottery men bad been arrsigned. The 
cierk answered they had not been. 

Laughlin said:"*‘Is it not your duty, Mr.Cir- 
cult. Atsoroey,!io move an arraignment?’? 

Normile—I have never heard of the Circuit 
Attorney making such a motion from 1872 to 
this present moment, since I have been con- 
nected with this court. The Circuit Attorney 
will attend to his every duty the law imposes 
on him in an way obest calcutated 
in his opinion to subserve the best interests 
of the State, and not being prepared to try 
the lottery cases until tbe gambliug cases are 
over, the Circuit Attorney deems it his duty 
not to accommodate these defendants and 
move an arrsignment this morning. 

Laughlin—Do I understand you to say 
you willtrv these when vou think it fit? 

Normile—I am _ suprised at the court ad- 
dressing such sninqguiry atme. I thought 
that yesterday lexpiained my position at 
such a length as to be almost tedious. The 
interests of the State require the gambling 
cases to betried first. Why they should be 
tried first is one of the secrets 
of my office, Which Lam not obliged to dis- 
close. ] want no postponement of the lottery 
cases. I will trv them just as soonasI get 
throvgh the gambling cases. Under no 
circumstances ehali they force 
me into other position 
—" have the legal raeans 
of resisting them, Therefore | now simply 
stand on my naked rights. I will try the lot- 
tery cases when they are ready. ‘They have 
not been arraigned, and I wil! not cer- 
tainty at thisterm move their arraignment. 
Thev ean plead if they please. 

Laughlin—What do you want to do with 
the cases? 

Normile—They are not vet arraigned. I 
will try them when they arearraigned. Next 
week ff necessary. 

who explained that he had 

McChesney, and the “rash 
fool’’ arose and said they 
wanted @ trial at once. 

Judeé Laughlin said: ‘‘There is no neces- 
sity for amy exhibition of anger in 
this matter. can’t act as 
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Circuit Ricans to move an arraignment. 
The defendants do not see fit to enter a plea; 
therefore the cases are not triable. I have 
nothing before me to try, and I will continue 
the caseg tntil July term. Mr. Sheriff, dis- 
charge witnesses and jurors and adjourn 
‘court until next Friday.’’ 

Col. Normile made his point, which was to 
postpone the trials until the gambling cases 
are concluded and the testimony in the lot- 
tery cases collected. The defense sat riveted 
to the chair while the Sheriff called out an 
adjournment and the Judge disappeared. 


The race was an interesting one. 
It opened with Normile, Laugh- 
lin and McChesney’s attorney at 
the post. McChesney’s attorney started off 


at the tap ofthe Sheriff at 10:30, followed 
closely by Laughlin, Normile making a safe 
run and laying back under a strong pull, 
with head and tail erect. They kept neck 


and neck until the last quarter, 
when Laughlin discovered a low 
point in the hedge and jumped 


the track. Normule passed under the wire 
and the distance flag was dropped im the face 
of the defense. McChesney had evidently 
backed his attorney, and a feeling of ineffable 
disgust was clearly discernible on his coun- 
tenance at the result of the race. 

THE STATUS OF THE CASES. 

The Criminal Court is fairly launched into 
.the gambling and lottery business now. All 
the gambling cases will be called on Friday.

anindex to Shakspeare pubiished in 1710, 
by Rev. Sam. Ayseough; “‘New Particulars 
Regarding the Works of Shakespeare;”* by 
I. Payne Collier; '*fwo dissertations on the 
Hamlet of Saxo Grammaticus and of Shakes- 
pear.’? It will be seen that the authors 
share in the general doubt. as 
the = spelling of Shakspeare’s name.

Hienry Cunningham Besieged in 
His House by the Police. 


Carondelet News—Items from the South-

This so incensed Cunningham that 
he _—ivisited all the saloons in 
his neighborhood, became fighting 
drunk and returned to his grocery store and 
saloon, on Seconi and Hiil streets, and de- 
manded more money from his wife. The de- 
mand was refused, but after a severe whip- 
plog wes administered Mrs. Cunningham 
changed her mind and handed over a pocket- 
book containing about $200. The money was

er suffered great menial anguish on that 
account. Ou another cccasion Mrs. Greeo 
alleged that her husband took up a chair for 
the purpose of striking her, 
but he changed his mind, and 
infllcted manual chastisement for the 
marks from which Mrs. Green was compelled 
to tell her friends an untruth to conceal the 
shame.

Mrs. Green was preparing to goto church, 
when ber husband again used bis hands upon 
her, and smarting =ounder the pain 
and shame of such treatment, she 
was compelled to apologize to her parents 
for absence from church, saying that she 
was suffering from neuralgia. The court 
listened patiently to the evidence in 8. pport 
of the allegations of drunkenness and granted 
Mrs. Green a decree with the custody of her 
child.
